They have 
been in the habit of shipping the 
melons East at a good price and 
say the Los Angeles market price 
does mot warrant the hauling. 

TRUCKING BUTTER. 

The California Central Creamery 
received butter last night by truck 
from El Centro and from the San 
Joaquin Valley. As there is but 
little butter in storage, this is the 
only method, it is said, that can 
prevent a butter famine here. Los} 
Angeles uses three cars of this com- 
modity each day, besides oleomar- 
garine.

cost of trucking 
will not be great, according t» 
Frank Nazro, an official of the 
creamery. He says this will not 
amount to more than 2 cents a 
pound. He believes that, taking 
the result of the strike into consid- 
eration, the loss to the individual 
merchant is not as important as the 
criminal waste of foodstuffs in the 
lecal vards.

There i« 
much work to do and a iack of 
workers to do it. I shall welcome 
any help that may be offered.

We who 
are fighting this battle for the tax- 
payers and property owners are 
necessarily not as well organized.

“The Property Owners’ Protective 
League is in the fight to end the 
misrule of patented paving. It will 
be wise for every citizen to re- 
member that our fight is not won 
when the Mayor's veto is sustained.

It 
leaves the old ordinance incorporat- 
ing the Warrenite-bitulithic speci- 
fications in force. 

“Patented paving and its related 
political vice must be driven out of 
this city by the adoptiog of an or- 
dinance prohibiting the Aise of any 
kind of patented paving. Not ‘until 
this ordinance is passed and in force 
will our pocketbooks be safe from 
the forays of the royalty-hungary 
patented pavement ring.

Tt ie just so much money that is 
taken away from us by legal means 
that we might as well throw into 
the ocean.

Time of Sorrows Only Just 


Begun, Warns Preacher.

Adventists Urged to Erect 
More Sanatoriums, 


Young People’s Work Told of 
by\One of Founders. 


Pleading for the establishment of 
more Seventh Day Adventist hospi- 
tals and sanatoriums’ in Southern 
California, Dr. W. J. Johnson of the 
Glendale Sanitarium spoke before 
a large audience at the camp meet- 
ing at Western and Melrose avenues 
yesterday. The denomination now 
has three sanatoriums and one hos- 
pital in this part of the State, lo- 
cated at San Diego, Loma Linda, 
Glendale and Los Angeles, besides 
a large sanatorium at St. Helena, 
Cal. and another in Portland, Or. 
It also has twenty-four other medi- 
cal institutions in various parts of 
the world. 

“In Southern California we ought 
to have three times as many sana- 
torlums as we now have,” said Dr. 
Johnson. “The Spanish influenza of 
last winter is only the beginning of 
sorrows, and we should be prepared 
to give suffering humanity all the 
help possible. Every one of us ought 
to be getting enough of a training 
so that if we were not able to min- 
ister to the sick last winter, we will 
be able to do something for our 
hundreds of friends when a worse 
epidemic may come. 

“Of durse, those who minister dur- 
ing such a time of. contagion run 
the risk of taking the disease, but 
if it is God's desire that we min- 
ister to our fellow-men who are 
suffering. He is able to protect us 
from the Spanish influenza or any 
other disease. On the other hand, 
if God sees our work is done, we 
had better lay down our lives in His 
service, and the service of our fel- 
low-men.” 

YOUNG PEOPLE'S WORK. 

The history of the organization of 
the Young People’s Society of Mis- 
sionary Volunteers, a world-wide 
banding together of the youth of 
the Seventh Day Adventist church, 
was given at the camp ground yes- 
terday afternoon by Elder ee 4 
Christian of Glendale, president of 
the Pacific Union Conference. The 


eople’s organization was formed at 
Union College, near Lincoln, Neb., 
by a few students, of whom Elder 
Christian was one. Others in the 
band were Prof. M. E. Kern, now of 
Washineton. D. C., and at the head 
of the Young People’s Society; Elder 
E. H. Adams, pastor of the Oak- 
land Seventh Day Adventist Church, 
and Elder L. V. Finster of Manila.

TTITUDE OF THE BROTHERHOODS. 
When officials of the railway brother- 
hoods resort to the ridiculous subterfuge 
that the striking engineers, firemen and 
switchmen have not obeyed the order to re 
turn to work because they believed they 
would endanger their lives by so doing they 
forfeit the regard and respect of all just 
men. The only violence during the Pacific 
Electric strike has been by striking 
members of the railroad s. 

The strikers were sent®eat ostensibly 
without an order: but it is known that 
committees visited the members of each 
brotherhood and urged them to walk out, 
not on official orders, but as individuals. 
In this way they sought to coerce the Pa- 
cific Electric Railway into granting the out- 
rageous demands of the strikers without 
themselves violating their contracts with 
the Federal government. Their duplicity 
will not absolve them from responsibility 
for their acts; for the Supreme Court has 
held repeatedly that that which it is for- 
bidden to do directly cannot be done indi- 


trustworthy. 
If additional evidence were needed to es- 
tablish the fallacy of the Plumb plan of 
turning the management of the railroads 
over to the brotherhoods that evidence has 
been furnished by the action of the troth- 
erhoods in trying to isolate Los Angeles 


from the rest‘of the country until they can: 


coerce it into surrendering its industrial 


the contrect obligation assumed by the rail- 
roads fm selling a ticket and refusing pas- 
sage to those whom they believe to be un- 
friendly to the brotherhoods.

The real in- 
centive for the present action of the broth- 
erhoods is set forth in rerolutions forward- 
ed Monday to President Wilson by the 1o- 
cal Chamber of Commerce and Merchants’ 
and Manufacturers’ Association: “It is the 
judgment of those best informed that the 
ostensible reason covers an effort to deter- 
mine ff the radical members of the em- 
ployees’ organizations are able to defy the 
United States and dictate its transporta- 
tion policies, thus assuring themselves of 
their power to take over the operation of 
such utilities by direct action, without re- 
lying upon such legislation as is proposed 
in the Plumb plan.” 

it le possible that the drafting of the pal- 
pably-absurd demands which were made 
upon the Pacific Electric Railway was a 
part of the purpose to put to a test the 
strength of the brotherhoods. The danger 
to the government and to the public of mak- 
Ing the slightest concession under such con- 
ditiong is obvious. The coercion employed 
against Los Angeles would quickly extend 
to the rest of the country and the first 
Russian soviet would be established in what 
ie today free America. 

As far as Southern California is concerned 
It can protect itself against any radical 
union-labor attacks from within; and if the 
citizens but stand firm and give not an inch 
of ground the attempt to “wipe Los Ange- 
les off the map” will result in a disastrous 
rout of the radicals, both in the brother 
hoods’ ranks and elsewhere. Every attempt 
to destroy industrial freedom in Southern 
‘Cafifornia has failed; and the reason for 
the failure is to be found in the fact that the 
great majority ef the workers here are 
themselves hardy advocates of industrial 
freedom. The thought of paying tribute to 
nonresident wunion-labor potentates is to 
them repugnant. They know that they pos- 
sess the right to work, and they are not to 
be begulied into purchasing that right of 
someone else under the guise of a privilege. 

President Wilson himself rebuked the 
brotherhoods Monday when he denied the 
demand of the railway shopmen for an in- 
crease in pay averaging 28 cents an hour. 
The President sanctioned an increase of 4 
cents an hour, but in doing so he warned 
all the workers of the country that “any 
substantial increase in the wages of lead- 
ing lines of industry at this time would ut- 
terly crush the general campaign which the 
government is waging with energy, vigor 
and substantial hope of success to reduce 
the cost of living. And the increases in 
the cost of transportation which would nec- 
essarily result from increases in wages to 
railway employees would more certainly 
and immediately have that effect than any 
other enhanced wage costs.” 


President Wilson is not in sympathy with 
the closed-shop propaganda of the unions; 


, at least he was not at the time he became 


rresident. The following extract from «a 
letter written by Woodrow Wilson on Jan- 
uary 12, 1909, in response to an invitation 
to speak at a banquet of anti-strike and 
anti-boycott advotates shows clearly where 
the President stood before his logic ran 
athwart partisan politics: 

I am a fierce partisan of the open 
shop and of everything that makes for 
individual liberty, and I should like to 
contribute anything that might be pos- 
sible for me to contribute to the clarifi- 
cation of thinking and the formation of 
right purposes in matters of this kind. 
President Wilson has been duly informed 

that the present walk-out of the rallroad 
brotherhoods is primarily an attempt to co- 
erce Los Angeles into surrendering that 
very open-shop principle of which the Pres- 
ident is avowedly “a fierce partisan.” 

Los Angeles is not asking the President, 
however, to take part in an open-shop cam- 
paign. All that is asked of him is that he 
shall see that the laws are enforced, that 
the transportation of the mails is not in-

Federal Agents Say Storage 
Men Don’t Violate Law. 


Bean Situation is Considered 
to be Suspicious. 


Retail Price is Treble that 
Offered to Growers. 


The Initial investigation into the 
question whether food is being il- 
legally hoarded tn the southern dis- 
trict of California, concluded last 
week, developed the fact that, on 
the surface at least, there has been 
no violation of law on the 
the storage corporations. res 

It was found, it is stated, that no 
more meat was in cold storage than 
would fairly supply the buying pub- 
lic; that there was no hoarding, and 
that the whose affairs 
were investigated by government 
agents had shown the greatest free- 
dom to the probers, allowing them 
to examine their records and to 
accumulate the information upon 
reports to United

t was sald at that time that 
the only food requiring investiga- 
tion and close scrutiny was beans, 
with a view to ascertaining whether 
the present large holdings in this 
Part of the State were the result 
of the campaign of the growers to 
store them for higher prices, or 
whether the stocks were in the 
hands of brokers and wholesale 
dealers, who were not putting the 
beans on the market for the same 


BEAN SITUATION. 

That report. by one of the leading 
investigators of the bean situation, 
was mede yesterday to United States 
District Attorney O'Connor, and As- 
sistant W. Fleet Palmer. At the con- 
clusion of the conference it was re- 
Ported that the bean situation had 
been fully canvassed, and that, so 
far as known, there was nothing 
requiring action by the government. 
It was suggested, however, that. as 
it appeared that wholesale dealers 
were offering bean raisers only about 
4 and 6 cents a pound, where they 
sought to make individual sales to 
such dealers, and that the retail price 
was about three times that amount, 
“there was a field for further prob- 
ing along that line.” More inquiry 
will therefore be made. 

It is claimed that scores of bean 
growers in the southern section of 
the State, and especially in Ventura, 
Orange and Los Angeles counties, 
have hundreds of thousands of 
pounds of beans they have been 
holding since harvest for prices that 
would at least allow them to come 
out even on their investment and 
jabor. It ie further alleged that they 
have so far not been able to get 
any offers that would put them in 
the clear in a financial way. In the 
meantime bankers who have ads 
vanced large sums of money to tide 
them over the raising and harvest- 
ing of the beans, are getting restive 
and asking for their money. The 
situation is sald to be most serious. 

THE MIDDLEMAN. 


In some instance the price offered 
by wholesale dealers to individual 
raisers was not enough to recoup the 
ranchers for the cost of making the 
harvest, to say nothing of a profit 
on the investment; in many cases/ 
not sufficient to repay the loans) 
they have obtained on the prospects 
of a remunerative crop. 

Here comes in the middleman, and 
the part he plays in the transaction, 
and it is to this feature of the situa- 
tion that the Federal investigators 
will address themselves. 

Does the middleman stabilize or 
boost prices. and why are beans 
sold at retall for at least three 
times the figures paid the growers? 
Is the price cut by wholesale deal- 
ers to compel growers to sell to the 
middlemen instead of direct to them, 
thus «iving two profits instead of 
one, in the handling of such a uni- 
versal commodity as ns? 

These are some of the questions 
that will next be under the X-ray 
of Federal investigation. It is stated 
that the special agents e in 
the work have been instructed to 
employ only an open mind fn the 
prosecution of their labors, to the 
end that the real situation may be 
revealed. 

STORED IN EXCESS? 

Special Agents Connell and Keep 
of the Department of Justice are 
making an exhaustive statement 
showing the amount of meat and 
other foodstuffs in storage in the 
southern district of California, with 
a view to placing the government 
in possession of important informa- 
tion as to whether the amounts so 
held are im excess of the require- 
ments of the situation. 

This is in line with the programme 
of Atty.-Gen. A. Mitchell Palmer, 
which in some localities has result- 
ed in the seizure of large quantities 
of foodstuffs and household sup- 

lies. 

. Special Agent Keep said the in- 
ventory would show an immense 
volume of this class of goods, but 
he is not In 4 tion to say that 
it is more than the requirements 
of the people to be served in the 
large territory covered by the inves- 
t tion. 

“The information is being tabulated 
and summarized, and will be placed 
in the hands of United States Dis- 
trict Attorney O'Connor as soon as it 


is completed. 
EASIER-ON BARBERS. 


Second Year License Fee Less but 
Must Have Health Permit.

LOST AVIATORS. 


Locate Border Patrol Flyers in 
Ojos Negros District. 


Authentic Message is Brought 
by Federal Soldier. 


Officers are in Land Where 
Food is Plentiful, 


(BY P. MIGHT WIRE} 

EL CENTRO, Aug. 26.—Mexican 
cavalry under the command of Capt. 
Trubillo late today were reported to 
be escorting to the international 
boundary Lieuts. Frederick Water- 
house and Cecil H. Connelly, Amer- 
ican aviators who have been miss- 
ing from Rockwell Field for six 
days. 

Capt. Trubillo reported by courier ' 
to Col. Hipolito Baranca, chief of 
the military forces of Lower Cali- 
fornia, who has directed a search 
for the men for the past five days, 
that he had found them alive be- 
tween Valle de la Trinidad and 
Ojas Negros in Lower California, 
about 200 miles southeast of San 
Diego, Cal. 

With the exception of the brief 
message from Capt. Trujillo, no fur- 
ther word had been received. 

It is expected that the men will 
be brought to Ensenada, the capi- 
tal of Lower California, or to Mexi- 
call, from where they will be taken 
into the United States. 

Col. Baranca dispatched a cou- 
rier to return to the cavalry band 
that found the officers and declared 
he expected another courier from 
Capt. Trujillo’s forces would arrive’ 
some time tonight. 

Col. Baranca placed full credence 
in the report. 

The locality named is an inacces- 
sible country, without roads or 
facilities for communication. It 
was said here that part of the dis- 
tance could be made by automobile, 
and that it might be possible to = 
further detalls before night, or that 
a second courier with more com- 
plete facts might be on the way out. 


IN DESOLATE LAND. 


The message said nothing of find- 
ing the plane used by the two air- 
men. It was thought possible, from 
the description of the locality, that 
they had been working from 
the place where they alighted, north 
toward the border. The Ojos 
Negros and Valle de la Trinidad 
country lies between the Laguna 
Haquata or Laguna Salida and the 
Laguna Lululu, about thirty miles 
south of the international line, on 
the east side of the upper end of 
the peninsula of Lower California. 
Tt ts far south of the only telegraph 
line In Lower California. 

The country is said to be 
adaptable to cattle raising, and per- 
sons familiar with it said that the 
aviators ought to be In no need of 
either water or sufficient food ‘to 
sustain strength. 

They also said that first estimates 
of the distance were not accurate, 
and that the trip from Ensenada, 
the nearest point, was one that 
would require several hours. From 
here. the distance by road to the 
point where the men were found is 
about 300 miles. From the west 
side of the peninsula, at the border, 
it is about 200 miles.

WASHINGTON, 26.—Amend- 
ments to the war-time food control 
bill recommended by Atty+Gen. 
Palmer were ordered favorably re- 
ported to the Senate by the Agricul- 
ture Committee tonight: Two new 
amendments were accepted by the 


committee, one offered by Senator 
Smith, Democrat, Georgia, legalizing 
the organization of fair price com- 
mittees and another by Senator Har- 
rison, Democrat, Mississippi, provid- 
ing for reasonable regulation of rents 
in the District of Columbia. 

In considering lezislation for reg- 
ulating cold storage, the House 
Agriculture Committee heard several 
witnesses. Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, for- 
meérly chief of the bureau of chemis- 
try, told the committee storage of 
products should not be uniform, but 
should depend on the food stored. 
Fish and eggs, he said. could not be 
stored without material deteriora- 
tion, while meats and other foods 
were improved by storage. 

R. 8S. French, representing the In- 
ternational Apple Shippers’ Associa- 
tion, while not opposed to the sug- 
gested limit of twelve months for 
storage of foodstuffs, said produc- 
tion would be stified if fruits and 
vegetables could not be returned to 
storage if they became a drug on the 
market. 

Testimony regarding profiteering 
and hoarding in many of the basic 
industries was given to the House | 
Appropriations Committee, which 
was considering appropriations for 
the “Federal Trade Commission. 
Commissioners William B. Colver 
and Victor Murdock were witnesses.

PARIS, Aug. 25.—Held prisoner 
by ravages of cholera aboard his 


ship, sailing from port to port in 
the Adriatic, always unable to land, 
John H. Clayton, one of the foreign 
staf’ of the Chicago Tribune, is un- 
dergoing harrowing experiences 
news gathering in Southern Europe. 

En route to Flume, where he was 
scheduled to land on August 12, Mr. 
Clayton was turned back because the 
health authorities refused to permit 
the landing of the passengers from 
the Godorlo, @ coasting steamer Mr. 
Clayton had taken in an effort to 
reach Fiume via the circuitous reute 
of Marseilles, Athens, Corfu, Fiume. 
Cholera appeared on shipboard dur- 
ing the trip. 

A brief bulletin from Mr. Clayton 
was received in Paris by courier to- 


The 
report, presenting this paper's con- 
tention says in part: 

“Both the Kaiser and the Crown 
Prince were admitted into Holland

NOT “DANGEROUS ALIENS.” 

“Neither are they interned as all- 
ens of a dangerous type. The aliens 
act of 1849 requires that the allen 
be ‘a danger to the public peace’ and 
that the fact of his being so be com- 
municated to the states-general in 
the form of a royal decrees, while the 
provisional aliens act of 1918 lays 
down that the alien must be ‘deemed 
a danger to public order, security, 
health or morality,, a matter of 
some GiMiculty in respect of either) 
the Kaiser or the Crown Prince.

In 1917, the 
Gare of the “big five” and their 
subsidiary companies maintained an 
average of 80.8 miles per car per 
day, while the average for cars of 
their competitors, the independent 
packing companies, was only 54.5 
miles.” 

The commission's investigation of 
the private car ownership has de- 
veloped the fact that, while packers 
claim losses, the report says, “a 
proper revision of their car ac- 
counts” shows the car operation has 
netted some profit. This amounted 
to 6.8 per cent. in 1912, 3.4 per

“The witness stated that the bro- 
kers were in the yards at the suf- 
france of the packers, though real- 
ly the agent of the shippers. I re- 
sent this allegation, and it only 
shows the unfamiliarity of the wit- 
ness with actual conditions. 

“Live stock is today the one farm 
product assured of a daily cash 
market. Anything which would dis- 
turb this condition would be ruinous 
to the producer.” 

Refrigerator car development, Mr.

“The Federal control act gave the 
Railroad Administration the right 
to take over these care, but they 
carefully refrained from doing &o,”’ 
he said.

AS IN AMERICA. 

P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE ) 
LONDON, July 28.—Officers and 
menofthe American Expeditionary 
Force who have been studying in 


British universities find there is less 
chance that a student will become 
isolated in English universities than 
in those of America. 
Comparing the educational insti- 
tutions of the two countries, one of 
the Americans says that a man 
specializing in a professional course 
in an American college is likely to 
find himself shut off from sccial 
pleasures and sport. The writer was 
surprised to find that men studying 
law or medicine at Oxford or Cam- 
bridge have time for such diver- 
sions. 

“A man with anti-social inclina- 
tions is far more apt to be isolated 
in an American university than 
seems possible at Oxford,” writes 
Lieut. Keith Lorenz of New York 
City, a Harvard graduate, to the 
Oxford student publication, the Isis. 
“Apart from the fact that the Ox- 
ford College is smaller as a rule 
than even a class of a_ typical 
American university, the tendency 
of nearly everyone to indulge in 
some form of athletics keeps a man 
from living unto himself at Oxford. 
In America, apart from the fresh- 
man year, class sports either do not 
exist, or there is nothing like the 
interest shown in them which is dis- 
Played in contests such as the 
—r between the collegés at Ox- 
ord. 

“Another feature of Oxford life 
which tends to prevent men from 
becoming isolated is the institution 
of teas, which when given by men 
for men is unique to the American 
student. But, besides being the 
most social of meals, it seems to af- 
ford an opvortunity for friendship. 
You can ask a man to tea long be- 
fore you have reached the stage 
of acquaintanceship which would 
enable you to invite him to dinner 
in America.”
